| In the course of it Mr, Cobbett said 


thnt in spite of the recent crisis 
the bank had done remarkably well. 
_ Their total. funds now stood at 
£12,380,220, and their surplus after 
paying every depositor in full was 
£463,624, .This surplus was arrived 
at after writing down their Govern- 
ment and Stock Exchange securities 
so that their market -value was in 
excess of their book value. The 
increase in open accounts was 3,681, 
and the increase in transactions 
more than 4,000. The Trustee Sav-~ 
ings Bank Association, he said, had 
given a good deal of thought to the 
question of tho yenrly defalcations 
of “slate clubs” and similar bodies, 
and they now had under considera- 
tion schemes whereby clubs could 
be formed at any of their offices for’ 
savings for a given purpose, such as 
Christmas, holidays, or even for the; 
payment of income tax, 

The Bishop of Manchester, in a 
speech dealing with the present-day 
outlook, said he could not be a pes- 
simist because he was a Christian 
and because he had a profound be- 
lief in human nature. It was in 
our hands to put things right, and 
he had enough faith in the goodness 
and wisdom of human nature to be- 
lieve that we should do it in the longi 
run.

It did not | 
seem to him to be reasonable in a 
human family which was moved by; 
goodwill to maintain the present 
armamenta of the world. For the 
same reason he would get rid of war 
debts and reparations. In saying 
this he wished it to be understood. 
that he was not talking politically. 
Nor was he speaking politically 
when he said that for the same rea- 
son he would yet rid of or at all 
events, lower the tariff walla that 
existed throughout the world. | All 
these things were inconveniencing 
family life. The needs of mankind 
were, first, an increase of goodwill 
and, secondly, courage.

e fn the desolation of the great 


apartments hung with Gobelins 
and crystal chandeliers, which at 
hia apogee were always filled with 
gossiping politicians and whisper- 
Sng diplomatists, the greatest of 
all French Foreign Ministers since 
Talleyrand—sat with me at a gilt 
Louls Quinze table and {ironically 
surveyed the increasing confusion 
of the world. 

M. Briand apologised ‘for the 
neglige of his attire. ‘ With the 
cares of office he had cast off, it 
seemed, the conventional clothes 
of the statesman, and it waa in an 
old ‘blue French shooting-jacket, 
unbuttoned at the throat, that the 
retiring Minister received me. 

He: still had that watchful, if 
weary, air of an old circus lion 
that | have noted in him for years, 
whether half-slumbering on his 
bench in the.Chamber of Deputies 
or scribbling idle figures on his 
dlotting-pad in the Council of the 
League of Nations. : 

The great head, with its mane 
-of silvery hair, its shaggy 
moustaches that conceal the aensi- 
tive mouth, still rose leonine 
above the stim and tapering body. 
. But ifthe eyes were weary, the: 
familiar woite vibrated without 
any trace of the mental and phy- 
sical fatigue on which his adver- 
garies have laid increasing em- 
phasis during the past few 
months. He was by ‘turns clo. 
quent, derisive, indignant, scorn- 
ful, hopeful, and despairing. 

iOnce he banged the table with 
his clenched fist, and the crystal 
Myatres over our heads moved In 
response to the sudden rumbling 
thunder of that magical voice.

Their power, founded on 
revolution, had now . become 
atabilised. They had grown con- 
servative with time. They had no 
wish for war. They had become, 
he was equally convinced,-one of 
the strongest partisans of peace. 

In the meantime, M. Briand will 
withdraw, if only 
from the political scene. After a 
few weeks on his pleasant farms 
at Cocherel, through.which the 
sparkling little river Eure wand- 
ers, he will leave to recuperate at 
a friend’s Villa in the sunny region’ 
of Cannes, which saw the golfing 
prelude to another of his frequent 
political retirements. 


There, he will meditate in an 


agreeable careless freedom from |" 


conventionality on’ the mutations 
of time, fishing, friendships and 
politics, and possibly will renew 
that intimate contact with the ab- 
sorbing internal- politics of France 
without which’no French statea- 
man can successfully control for- 
eign policy.

The Crescent Vault is 127 years 
old, and is the show vault of the 
London: Docks, Here port that has

and casks, row upon row, maturing. 

Infrequent gas jets that enst little 
‘ight, but keep the temperatura at 
the necessary level of 60degs. 
Fahrenheit, give off blue rays that 
make the surrounding: darkness al} 
the more intense, 

And from , time to tlme 
long corridors, some of them a 
quarter of a mile in length, ono 
glimpses a circle of faces, halfe 
revealed by hand-lamps, bonding 
over a cask, like those of smugglers 
conspiring.
